in all." An archangel can do 
nothing without God, bnt tbe 
feeblest of us may do wonders if 
God be with ne. Tbe greatest 
honor we can have is to be able 
to say, "I serve the Lord." God 
will always put tbe right man in 
the right place. To think that 
God can only be served in the 
pulpit has caused many a use- 
ful layman to become a poor and 
feeble minister. God never 
makes a mistake if we iollow 
his guidance, and use present 
opportunities lor his service.
